West Gezmany," but vbom they could not defect because "be vas doing too veil In tbe

3. KECBASSA, 9 Dr. KIADSBBR said, vas BnE9CHARDT*B first vl^ traai whom 
be had been divorced. She vae tbe "aotherl^ girlfriend that had been mentioned 
previously.

b» BDBKHARDT vill be Legalised in a very coopli^ted manner. Part of it 
ia alrea^ undervay. After he gets out of Jail, he vlll first move to North Rhine/ 
Westphalia vbere ZIPPER has already made the appropriate police arrangements vlth 
the Bf7| tfV and local Kripo. As soon as he is Installed in North Rhine/Vestphalla, 
he vlll move ftom there to Hellbrooa. As soon as he Is "angemeldet" in Heilbronn, 
tbe North Rhlne^sstphalia police contact vill pull BQEi^HARBT's re^stration casrd 
out of' the North Rhine /Westphalia city Eiirvohner Meldeart, vberever this my be , 
( p re eum nbJy i n the vleinity of Duesseldorf), and vill destroy the Meld^a]^. In 
this manner, ZIPPER feels, BURKHABDT vill proi^rly and legally^ becomie a resident 
of Heilbronn, and yet anyone trying to trace his background or movements vill run 
into a stone vail.
